A PRISONER’S TRIAL. 


FAIRE OR UNFAIR EVIDENCE. 


In the Northern Court of Appeal yester- 
day, a question as to the admissibility of 
evidence came before the Court of Crown 
Cases Reserved, the judges being the Lord 
Chief Justice, Lord Justice Moore and Mr. 
Justice Wilson. 

The case arose out of the defence of a 
prisoner named Andrew Nuttall, of Wylie 
street, Belfast, who was charged at the last 
City Commission with breaking into’ the 
premises of James Skelly, Hamilton place, 
Belfast, and stealing a quantity of bacon. 
During the hearing of the case Mr. J. H. 
Campbell raised the point that the admission 
of certain evidence elicited by the Crown was 
prejudicial to his client. A case was stated 

Lord Justice Andrews, the judge who 
presided, and the question at issue came up 
for determination. 

Mr. T. J. Campbell explained the nature 
of the charge which was heard before Lord 
Justice Andrews and a jury at the City Com. 
mission in November. he accused man’s 
wife was put into the box. Mr. M‘Gonigal, 
representing the Crown, asked her a question 
with regard to a conviction for illicit dis- 
tillation, which she admitted. He then put 
the further interrogation—‘‘ Where was your 
hasband at tne time of that offence!’ and 
the woman answered, “in prison.” It was 
the contention for the defence, and his con- 
tention now, that from that moment on- 
wards the trial ceased to be a fair trial as 
far as the prisoner was concerned, quite un- 
intentionally on the part of the prosecution: 

Mr. M‘Gonigal, for the Crown, submitted 
that the question put to the witness was 
quite right, and that the conviction must be 
sustained.

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“EARLY MUSIC OF THE 
CHRISTIAN CHURCH.”

AN INTERESTING LECTURE. 


“ The Early Music of the Christian Church” 
was the subject of: an interesting lecture 
delivered by Mr. William E. Hopkins in the 
Lecture Hall, Christ Church, Rathgar, last 
night. 

The lecturer said that Greek philosophers 
traced a.close connection between music and 
morals. Plato said that “ the movement of 
sound so as to reach the soul for the educa- 
tion of it in yirtue (we know not how) we call 
music,” 

The origin of music in its simplest form un- 
doubtedly developed from the necessity which 
every speaker found, when speaking in the 
open air or in a large building, for adapting 
certain inflections in speech which were un- 
necessary in conversation. The adaptation of 
these inflections to définite sound values was 
the origin of plainsong. 

Plainsong melodies were naturally divided 
into two parts—those written for a solo voice 
(responsorial) and those written for a chorus 
(antiphonal). As the beauty of plainsong un- 
folded itself before the student hé would dis- 
cover a mine of infinite melodic treasure whose 
existence he had never suspected. 

Iliustrations of plainsong, Faux-Bourdon 
and Descant, were given by the choir and by 
a quartet from St. Mary’s, Donnybrook. The 
first of these was-a setting of the solemn form 
of the seventh tone, set to the canticle 
“ Magnificat.’” with Faux-Bourdons for ' five 
voices, by Tallis. 

The choir seemed to enter thoroughly into 
the spirit of the plainsong, and sang the music 
with evident pleastre. The effect of the 
swelling chant, now rising to a great climax, 
ag on the words “For He that is mighty 
hath magnified me,” now sinking to the 
whisper of devotion, as on the words “ And 
Holy is His nanfé,” and the wonderful rcon- 
trast of the rich, luscious harmonies of the 
Faux-Bourdon, all combined to leave upon the 
audience an impression of the great beauty 
of the early Church music. 

An example of Deséant, as wel! as of Faux- 
Bourdon, was given by the quartet in the 
hymn “While shepherds watched their 
flocks *’; and two plainsong hymns—“ The 
Royal banners forward go” and.“ Sing, my 
tongue, the glorious battle were sung with 
interesting contrast by quartet, choir and 
audience, the latter with a Palastrina Faux- 
Bourdon in alternate verses.
